line from the said Sonuth Amboy to the eity of New
York ; and the Delaware and Raritan Canal Com-
ny antd the Camden and Amboy Railroad and
mospartation Company also jointly own a rail-
road from the city of New Brunswick, in the said
Siate of New Jursey, to the river Delaware, at the
city of Trenton, In the sald _State, together with
various branches; the New Jersey Rallroad and
Trapsportation Company own i rallroad from the
Hudson river, at Jorsey City, to and through New
Brunswick, in the sald State of New Jersey: and
the hiladelphia and Trenton Raillroad Company
own a ratiroad from and within the clty of Phila-

And the sald lessee has therefors agreed to lease
the works, ana all the property, real and personal,
of the =aid lessors respectively, and to stanid in
their place and stead with reference to all the sald
contracts, debls, obligations, guarantees and suits
at law and in equity;

Now this Indenture Witneszats, That the sald
lessors, for and in consideration of the premises,
